REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicants' response, which included amendment to claims 1-24 and addition of 
new claim 25, filed on 4/3/2008, is made of record. In view of applicants' amendment, 
the two prior art 102 rejections made in the previous office action have been obviated. 
In addition, applicants have asserted that the prior art process is limited temperature of 
20° C while instant process relies on temperature range of 30 to 45° C, which is not 
taught or suggested in the prior art applied in the previous office action. As for a 
potential obviousness rejection based on the fact that one trained In the art would be 
motivated optimize the temperature for the said process based on In re Aller, 220 F.2d 
454, 456, 105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955), applicants have asserted that the instant 
process at the temperature range stated above offers ease of filtration and has higher 
past strength compare to process at 20°C (see Specification page 2, Ilnes6-13 and 
pages 19-24, examples 1-4). Hence, examiner noted that claims 1-25 are In condition 
for allowance.
